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INTRODUCTION 





Obituaries, when properly written, always contain considerable in- 
formation of a genealogical and historical nature. Usually the dates 
of birth, marriage and death of the deceased is to be found in his or her 
obituary, and in addition to that. the names, addresses and relationship 
of most of the surviving relatives is given. Taken all in all such in- 


formation is distinctly worthwhile and should be preserved for the 
future, 


In the past only a part of the genealogical and local historical data 
that has been printed has been preserved by the people in the various 
communities covered by this work; thus the information in this and 
succeeding volumes should materially add to what has already been 
made available to the weneral public, and in addition will preserve for 
the friends and relatives of those deceascd ones the obituary notices 
appearing in the press at the time such deaths’ occurred, 


This will be known as the “SECOND SERIES” of this work, al- 
though it will be published prior to the “FIRST SERIBS.” The neces- 
sity for this manner of handling the work was brought about from the 
fact that the idea for the publication of such a series of books, orizinat- 
ed with the compiler some time during the month of November, 1921. 
Immediately the type used in the obituary columns of The Clarksburg 
Exponent and The Clarksburg Telegram was ordered held each day to 
be used in this work. Such type matter could not be held indefinitely 
but as it accumulated it had to be made up into pages and printed, and 
thus it had-to be designated as the “SECOND SERIES” because the 
compiler plans to secure and publish in the same form all the obituary 
matter that may be had, beginning with the earliest obituaries that 
were printed in the newspapers of this region and continuing it along 
to the date the "SECOND SERIES” of this work begins. Naturally 
it should be known and designated as the “FIRST SERIES.” 


The two daily newspapers above mentioned endeavor to secure and 
publish an obituary notice for every individual whose death occurs m 
the territory which their cireulntion covers; and in many instances 
obituaries are published of individuals who resided in other Sections, ot 
the state or nation, because of such individuals having relatives vesiding 
in the territory covered by these two newspapers. However, in more 
remote sections of such territory, news is not so readily secured and if 
obtained may not always be as accurate and complete as it should be; 
or in some instances may not be secured until the time has expired in 
which u daily paper could consistently publis' such material. In order 
to overcome this the obituaries appearing in the weekly papers pub- 
lished in the territory covered herein, ave clipped and compared with 
those appearing in the two dailies above mentioned. If it was found 
that they contained information not covered in the others or had not 
been published at all, they were re-set in type and used in this work, 
fiving proper credit to the newspaper from which taken, although to do 
this required no little additional expense. 


That errors will appear in these obituaries the compiler will frecly 
admit, because the time allowed to gather the material and write an 
obituary notice to be published in a daily newspaper is so limited that 
it does not admit of being re-checked. For such reasons errors will 
naturally creep in, but wherever they have been found during the print- 
ing of the work they have been corrected. In the main the information 
will be found correct. 





It will be noticed that over some of these obituaries the name of a 
newspaper and a date will appear, while others do not earry such addi- 
tional matter. The name of the newspaper denotes that the obituary 
came from that particular newspaper, and the date indicated the date 
of the newspaper in which it was published. All obituary notices fol- 
lowing such designation and up to the next like designation indicates 


that all these particular obituaries were published in the same newspa- 
Per and on the same date, 


The material herein covers the counties of Barbour, Braxton, Cal- 
houn, Doddridge, Gilmer, Harrison, Lewis, Nicholas, Pocahontas, Pres- 


ton, Randolph, Ritchie, ‘Taylor, Tucker, ‘Tyler, Upshur, Webster and 
parts of Marion, Wetzel and Wirt 


The compiler having had occasion to examine many family Bibles 
noticed that almost invariably obituary notices of their friends and rela- 
tives that had been published in newspapers had been clipped and 
placed or pasted in the family Bible along with the family records. 

is originated the iden that if people in general placed such great 
value on these obituary notices that there should be a demand for a 
book that would not only contain such notices about their friends and 
relatives, but of all the people in this whole section of the country. 
esides a book of this kind would make a most interesting and valuable 
addition to any home or public library. 


These volumes will be printed in a uniform size of approximately 
six hundred pages, the size of which will be six by nine inches, fully in- 
dexed, and each volume will be complete in itself. The continuation of 
the publication of such books will depend entirely upon whether or not

Roads were lit- 
tle better than unimal paths, no 
telephones to call (loctors or nelgh- 
bors, In fact everything was very 
inconvenient jn those days so far 
from the centers of civilization, 
She was married to the Jate Johu 
Walter Jackson, May 24, 1877. He 
was better known as Watt Jnvk- 
son. To this union eight children 
were born, seven of whom are still 
living: Dr. Kenna, of Clarksburs; 
Fenny and Eldridge, of Sutton; 
Emmett, of Tesla; Mrs. Lillie 
Keener, of Sutton; Mrs. Lucey Bar- 
nett, of Webster Springs; Mrs. Ida 
Leech, of New York, and Lydia, 
who preceded her some years no. 
fer husband was enlled from the 
stage of action about twenty-eleht 
yenrs aro, and all these years she, 
with the children’s help, has toiled 
untireinuly for their bettermunt, 
At oy neny the time of her mar.

From these rugyred 
hills she and her husband carved a

No one knows the toils of all 
these years in raising a large fam- 
ily only those who had like experi- 
ences, In addition to supporting 
their family, they made a way pos- 
sible for their education, Kenna 
studied medicine and is now a prac- 
ticing physician of Clarksburg, W.

Archie McCauley, 14, son of 
Loren McCauley, of Needmore, 
neat Brownsville, was shot and 
killed by his chum and playmate, 
David Henline, 18. while the two 
were playing near the West. Fork 
river about 5 o'clock Thursday eve- 
ning. The full eharge of a 12- 
fuare shotgun shell struck the un- 
fortunate youth in the left side 
netr and above the heart. He died 
ten roinutes later without uttering 
a word, although he made a brave 
effort to speak to his father who 
rushed to his side immediately fol- 
lowing the shor, 

McCauley, David Henline and u 
younger brother, Robert Henline, 
had been playing ubout the home 
of the latter’s mother, Mrs. Jessie 
Henline, a widow. Sometime after 
4 o'clock MeCnuléey took the shot 
Eun from its resting place in the 
home and aceompiunied by the two 
boys, set out for the river, to shoot 
fish, they said. The older Menline 
boy wanted the gun and asked tor 
it frequently, 

Youth Tells of Shooting 

According to the testimony at 
the coroner's inquest held Friday, 
MeCouley finally pave the gun to 
him. David told the officers that 
he started to put the gun under his 
arm. As he did so Archie ran 
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around in front of him. The wea- 
. pon was cocked and as he raised 
it under his arm it discharged, fa- 
tally injuring his friend. | David 
then threw the gun over the river 
bank and Robert ran screaming to 
the house. Archie walked ten steps 
und fell to the ground where he 
died, The screams of the two boys 
attracted the attention of the oc- 
cupants of both the Henline and 
McCauley homes as well as others 
living nearby, 

The sheriff, prosecuting attor- 
ney ane coroner were notified and 
Investipulion Was instituted, David 
Henline was questioned and lett 
in care of his mother. However, 
later in the night offivers were ine 
formed that he was not at his 
mother’s home but with his prand- 
mother, He was picked up and 
placed in jail pending the outeome 
of the inquest. 

Magistrate W. C. Ratliff, also 
founty coroner, conducted the in- 
quest with the assistance of Pros- 
Ccuting Attorney W. R. Simmons 
and a jury composed of Jack llay- 
den, I, M. Fox, L. A. Griggs, J. M. 
Malloy, J, &, Jones and W. 2B, 
earey, 

A number of witnesses were ex- 
amined, However, the only wit- 
nesses to the affair were the two 
Henline ‘boys, After hearin the 
evidence of the Various residents 
of that community, the jury re- 
turned a verdict” ‘of “aecidental 
Shooting.” There was nothing in 
the testimony to indicate other- 
Wise and both of the boys told the 
same story of the shooting as re- 
lated above, that David received 
the pun from Archie loaded with 
he weapon eocked, that Archie 
Fan around in front of David as 

& placed the gun under his arm 
When jt discharged, Other mom- 

crs of the Henline household told 

'S same account of the event on 

Cc stand og told them by tha 
youths themselves, All the testi 
mony indicated that the shooting 
Was an aceident. It did develop 
that the youths hnd quarreled over 
% boat earlier in the woek and 
Loren MeCauley, father of the doad 
‘ov stated on the witness stand 
that he heard the Henline youth 
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threaten to kill his son in the dis- 
pute. However, David and all oth- 
ers told virtually the same account. 
David accompanied the jury to the 
actual scene and demonstrated the 
happening. He was released from 
custody. 

It developed that Thursday 
morning George Henline, a cousin 
and David were down town. On 
the return David purchased a sin- 
gle 12-guagre shot gun shell at Po- 
sey'’s store in Homewood, He told 
George he was going to shoot a 
Drwis that had been getting the 
cuickens, 

The gun was the property of 
Mrs. Henline’s husband, Pat Hen- 
line, Who lost his life in the State 
ILospital mine when « slate fall 
cecurred., Mrs, Henline kept it be- 
couse it was his property. The 
children, she stated, frequently 
asked her for the gun but she re- 
fused them. Only a small sister 
knew that the boys had the run 
until they heard the shot. 

Mrs. Henline told the coroner's 
jury after the verdict Friday eve- 
ning that she was going to dispose 
of the gun and no longer keep it 
about the home.

Seeuring 
the assistance of some others in 
the neighborhood they Jocated both 
men, The elder Woodson wns some 
distance from where the machine 
Was found. They were enrried to 
the highway and Miss Opal An- 
drew, who conducts a lunch stand 
at the Mill, brought them to the 
city in a truck. 

Medien] attention was given both 
upon their arrival here some time 
around 1:30. However, the elder 
Woodson wus suffering from the 
Injuvies received and from the 
shock and neyer rallied.

Mrs. Edward Woodson was call- 
ed to the bedside of her husband 
and has been with him since the 
accident.

Final rites for L. C. Hart, 59, 
former mayor of Nutter Fort, who 
was found dead yesterday morning 
in Norwood Park, will be held at

H. Thorn, pastor of the First Pres- 
byterian church, will officiate and 
burial will be made in a local ceme- 
tery, but the exact place of inter- 
ment has not yet been decided. 

The body was found lying near 
the new grandstand by William 
Wilson, of Quiet Dell, who passes 
through the park daily from his 
home to Nutter Fort. Dr. Leroy 
(. Goff, county coroner, was noti- 
fied und together with Chief of 
Police Andrew J. Freeland, of Nut- 
ter Fort, and Simeon Bond, con- 
ducted the investigation. 

Tt was found that Mr, Aart had 
been afflicted by heart disense for 
about four years, and it was de- 
eided that he died of a violent 
attuck of the heart, Mr. Hart had 
been unusually well for the past 
few weeks, and according to meam- 
bers of his family ate a hearty 
dinner Tuesday evening.

In 1904, Bentley established his 
connections with the New York 
Life Insurance Company, Jater be- 
coming its special representative, 
He was an infrequent visiter at 
the hend offices of the company in 
New York and was intimately sc- 
quainted with the company's high- 
est officials. His clientele includ- 
ed bankers, lawyers and other 
leading business men not only 
locally but also in other parts of 
the state, 

Bentley's civic virtues were Uun- 
surpassed. THe identified himself 
with the Clarksburg Chamber of 
Commerce when it was Known 19 
former yeuts as the board of trade, 
and sorved as president of the

State Booster 

Widening his civic sctivities, 
Bentley a few months ago became 
imbued with the idea of promotion 
“of the interests of the stale from 
an advertising viewpoint, as the 
result of its beautiful scenery and 
its enormous natural resourses. 
Encouraging the formation of the 
West Virginia Publicity Assucia- 
tion, he assisted in the onrsranisa- 
tion of that body at a miceting 
here and was selected its president 
in recognition of his enthusiasm 
and fitness. Berore and since his 
election to that office, he engeged 
in spreading the gospel of West 
Virginia’s being a glorious place 
in which to live, making frequent 
trips to central points and ad- 
dressing service, civic and other 
bodies. He spoke his last words of 
praise of his adopted state, which 
he had learned to love so well, 
only a few hours before he breath- 
ed his last breath, and doubtless 
the subject was uppermost in his 
mind when the final summons 
came in such tragic manner. Bent- 
ley immortalized his name when 
he invented the expressive slo- 
ran—“West Virginia—the State 
Beautiful,” Jone since subscribed 
on all worthy literature about the 

Bentley apparently had a pre- 
monition of death as he executed 
a new will Thursday afternoon, 
naming Lonis A. Johnaon and the 
Union National bank as his execu- 
tors after Johnson had expressed 
the wish not to serve alone. 

Friends point out the striking 
parallel of the manner of the 
deaths of Bentley and Dr, Robert 
H. Haynes, possibly his closest 
friend.

Throughout his long and active 
life, Joseph Bentley also engaged 
in the woolen mills business. Com- 
ing to Clarksburg in June, 1899, 
he beeame manager of — the 
Lowndes woolen mill here and re- 
tired soon after the mill was 
burned several yeara later. He 
was born September 1, 1842, and 
died here August 29, 1924, aged 
neoyrly 82 veurs. 

Mrs. Bentley, born August 26, 
1844, died here June 19, 1925, aged 
nearly $1 years. Before her mar- 
ringe she was Miss Jane Brown, 
daughter of a Methodist Episeo- 
pal minister. .

MORGAN CARPENTER 

On last Friday night Morgan 
Carpetiter, a brother-in-law of Orb 
Fleming and who lived with Flem-~ 
ing in Nicholas county, near All- 
ingdale, was shot and instantly 
killed about 10:30 p. m. by Orb 
Fleming. An investigation by the 
local authorities was made early 
on Saturday morning, and de- 
veloped the following information: 

It appears that Urb Pleming® 
married a sister of Morgan Car- 
penter and Carpenter, with his 
mother and one brother had been 
living at the Fleming home for 
several months. On Inst Myiday 
Fleming had gone into Webster 
county and Carpenter had re- 
mained at home, working on the 
farm until after supper, when he 
went to Camden-on-Gauley. Flem- 
ing came to his home about 10:00 
o’clock at night, and shortly after 
went to bed. About half an hour 
later Morgan Carpenter also came 
home and went into his bed room, 
which adjoined that of Pleming. 
Some conyersation arose hetween 
the two men, which developed into 
&% dispute and Carpenter steppe 
into Fleming's room, advancing to- 
ward Fleming. Fleming had an 
automatic revolver hanging on the 
wall, nenr his bed, which he pro- 
cured and fired at Carpenter atrik- 
ing him in the front part of the 
neck and the bullet penetrating the 
jugular artery and lodging in Car- 
penter’s back. Fleming fired 
again, shooting Carpenter through 
the arm, the bullet also going 
under the skin for about four 
inches through his back, and then 
through the arm of Carpenter's 
mother. Carpenter walked a few 
steps across the floor and fell and 
died almost instantly. In the 
meuntime, Carpenter’s brother and 
Fleming's wife took the nistol 
from Fleming and while the wife 
and brother were scuffling over tho 
pistol Fleming jumped out of the 
window and escaped. The above 
were statements made by Carpen- 
ter’s mother to the authorities. 


It is. rumored that Fleming 
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claims a case of self defense and 
that at the time he did the shoot- 
ing, Morgan Carpenter was, as- 
saulting him with a black jack, 
aided by his brother, who had a 
knife and that before Fleming shot 
he had been struck once or twice 
with a black jack. Fleming gave 
himself up on August 1 and waived 
a preliminary examination and 
was granted bond by J. W. Eary in 
the sum of $5000. Wysong and 
Wysong of Webster Springs, rep~ 
resent lleming.

The men had been experiment- 
ing with the turbine in an effort 
to determine whether it would be 
practical to attach a generator vo 
it to produce electricity to be used 
in charging company employes’ ra- 
dios in Suncrest. In the trial, steam 
trom the company’s boilers was 
used to farnish power, but when 
the turbine gathered speed it be- 
came apparent that it was going 
to fly to pieces. One of the men, 
sensing the danger, ran to turn off 
the steam, but was too late, the 
speeding wheel cracking up, throw- 
ing chunks of iron in every direc- 
tion and striking the men, 
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The men were given first aid 
treatment at the mill by Dr. C. L. 
Cookman, company physician, and 
Mrs. James Ashworth, Buckhan- 
non, a trained nurse, who was vis- 
iting at Suncrest. A special train 
rushed from the mill brought the 
more seriously injured men to the 
hospital in Buckhannon.

covered bridre geross Limestone 
creek at Adumston, and many oth- 
er ot the old time bridges in Har- 
ris’ and Murion counties, He had 
charge of the construction of all 
the tridges on the old Monongahela 
River Railroad between Clarksburg 
and Fairmont. He did his first 
werk of this kind for the Norfolk 
& Western Maryland Railroad 
‘puut 1887 and directed practically 
all of theit work of this nature up 
to the time of his death. He built 
many of the viaducts near Colum- 
bus, He operated under the firm 
name of Sturm & Dillard, railroad 
contractors, Mr. Dillard, being a 
much younger man, took care of 
the outside work, . 

In 1888 he was married to Misa 
Nellie O'Connor, at Columbus, 0, 
They first lived at Waverly, Ohio, 
and moved to Columbus in 1901, 
whore Mr, Sturm resided until hig 
aeath, At the time of moving to 
Colurabus his residence was located 
in the very edge of the city.

fast eight months and practically 
helpless although ke retained his 
mental faculties until the Jast. He 
had shown remarkable recunerative 
powers avd raliied at times when it 
ial believed he was nearing the 
end. 


Until late Saturday ufternoon, 
Mr. Towles was able to tuke nour- 
ishment and his condition did not 
become alarming until he sutfered 
a stroke that evening, His condi- 
tion continued to grow worse and 
he passed peacefully. 


Mr. Towles was born October 
29, 1865, in Salem, and wae 4 son 
of Joseph E, and Hester. Hutson 
Towles, who moved to West Union 
a few years after the birth of the 
son. The senior Towles was a well 
known shoemaker. In addition to 
the operation of a large shop con- 
nected with his trade, the father 
held minor positions of public 
trust and then retired to n farm 
a short distance from the Dodd. 
ridge county seat where he and his 
wife spent their last duys. 


Enters Service 

Cecil Towles entered the service 
of the Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road Company as a clerk of the 
West Union passenger station of 
the company, September 6, 1884, 
when not quite 19 years old, and 
remained in company service more 
than forty-six years, officially re- 
tring January 1, 1931. 

Mr. Towles came to the Clarks- 
burg station of the company from 
West Union, October 21, 1887, 
where he served in a similar eapue- 
ity, until he was appointed passen- 
ger ticket agent, February 4, 1904, 
where his experience as clerk play- 
ed him itt hund, and he seon es- 
tablished a repulation as one of 
the company’s) most reliable 
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myrents. Applying himself unsel- 
fishly to the duties of the office, 
he held high rank among railway 
ticket agents whose knowledge of 
tig intricate network of railways 
in the United States is comprehen- 
sive, Devoted to his duties, Mr. 
Towles gave all his time to the of- 
fice and took only the briefest 
vacations. 


The veteran ticket agent served 
here at a time when the local pas- 
Senger station was reputed to en- 
Joy tne greatest patronage of any 
stition between Washington and 
Cincinnati. The various latteral 
local lines of the system had not 
heen constructed when he first en- 
teicad the service here and he 
wateled their development with in- 
terest and was zealous in his serv- 
ice, Gevoted at all times to the Bal- 
titaure and Ohio Railroad Company 
bul equally zealous in serving the 
traveling public. 


When he become ill, he was 
granted sick leave May 26, 1030, 
and did no active service after 
tont date. However, recovering: 
sufficiently to leaye the hospital, 
Mr. Towles often manifested his 
interest in the affairs of the of- 
tice by visits there, During his 
later illness he frequently referred 
to the office and the company as 
inuch interested as when in active 
service. 

Gets Official Praise 

Personally known to most of the 
high officials of the railroad com- 
pany, Mr, Towles was endeared to 
‘them, and on the oveasion of his 
retivement from service, two of 
them wrote him letters of worth- 
white testimonials, which he prized 
vory highly. The first of these 
unner date of December 20, 1950, 
reading as follows: 


“I huve just approved your 
upplication for retirement ‘and 
hnve referred it to the pension 
committee for consideration, 


“According to my records, 1 
rote you have been in the service 
lurty-six Yeurs, employed oa a 
laborer, ticket clerk and ticket 
agent on the Monongah division. 
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“! desire to congratulate you 
upon this occasion and hope that 
you may live for many years in 
the enjoyment of your well-earn- 
ed rest from active duties and in 
the recollection ot duty well per- 
formed, 


“Ar soon as the pension com- 
mittee approves your application, 
you will be notified,” 

The other letter was sent to 
Mr. Towles by C. W. Galloway, 
vice president of the railroad com- 
pany, under date of February 16, 
1931, and read as fullows: 

“On your retirement from ac- 
tive service after forty-six years 
with this company, I wish to 
congratulate you ot the splen- 
did record you have made and 
to express my personal apprecia- 

“The company is not unmind- 
ful of the service rendered by 
its older men, and it must be a 
source of gratification to you to 
look back at your record of 
many years and feel it has been 
creditable—worthy of a man, 

“Tt is hoped that your retire- 
ment will mean many years of 
comfortable life and that you 
will always feel that yuu ‘are 
one of the Baltimore and Ohio 
family,” 

In addition to these testimonials, 
Mr. Towles received a handsome 
bronze medal in recognition of his 
long service. 


Helped Found Church 


The Towles family became 
identified with the city of Salem 
in its early history. as Henry 
Towles and his wife, Nance 


Towles, grandparents of Cecil 4. 
Towles, settled there at a time 
when there were not so very miny 
residents of the town, dating with 
the construction of the Purkers- 
burg branch of the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad in the early ‘Ss, 
The elder Towles and his wife had 
No sooner moved to the town than 
they inspired the founding of the

Dr. Job Welton Johnston, 78, one 
of Clarksburg’s prominent and 
widely known physicians, died at

Dr, Johnston wus born Maych 4, 
1859, at Petersburg, Grant county, 
Va, now W, Va. He was «a

C. Welton Johnston and a member 
of a prominent family in the east- 
ern part of the state, 

The father waa bern in County 
Tyrone, Ireland, of stauneh Seoteh- 
Trish lineage, and was reared and 
educated in his native land, whence 


By, came to the United States in 
Eight. Children 

He landed at New York City 
and soon came to what is now West 
Virginia, After residing a brief 
period st Moorefield, he establish- 
ed his residence at Petersburg, and 
there, in 1854, married Miss Sallie 
C. Weltcn, who was born at that 
place, a daughter of Joe Welton, 
her father having been a man of 
wealth and influence in Grant 
county. They were the parents of 
eiehe ehildren, 

The Rev, John Johnston was a 
man of high education and fine in- 
tellectual gifts, according to the 
family history. He became a Pres- 
by terian minister and for the long 
period ot forty-one yvars was en- 
raged in the work of che ministry 
at Petersburg, where he died in 
September, 1s94, aged 73 years. 
His widow was 85 years and six 
months old at the time of her 
death. 

Dr, Johnston’s early education 
was largely under the tutorship of 
his father, who lived on a splendid 
farm and where Dr. Johnscon 
spent his life until he became an 
adult, 

At the age of 18 years he enter- 
ed a drug store at Petersburg ag 
a clerk, and in 1851 he went to the 
state of Kansas, where he found 
employment in a drug store at 
Nickerson, 

Gets Degree 


In 1883 he returned to West Vir- 
ginia, In the fall of that year he 
mutriculated in the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons in Balti- 
more, Mad. trom which institution 
he received his degree of ductor of 
niedicine in 18865, 

Mor a yeur therealter he engag- 
ed in the practice of his profession 
at Thomas and then established 
his residunea at Davis, where he 
remained until January 2, 1900, 
when he located in Clarksburg. 

In 1896 he took a post-yraduate 
course in surgery in at the Post 
Graduate School and Hospital in 
New York elty. 

Dr. Johuston was married De- 
cember 2, 1887, to Miss Mary Pax- 
son Bye, of Oxford, Pa., a mermber 
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of a prominent family, She sur- 
vives along with two daughters, 
Mrs. Margaret Bowers, wife of W. 
M. Bowers; and Miss Sarah Johns- 
ton, all at home. He is also sur- 
vived by twa brothers, F. S. Johns- 
ton, a druggist ut Elkins; and H. 
F, Johnston, an official of the Bal- 
timore and Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany at Lorain, O.; and two sis-

A 
grandson, Billy Bowers, Jr., of 
whom Dr. Johnston was yery fond, 
also survives, Two sons, Paul and 
Paxson, died young.

Cecil Towles entered the service 
of the Baltimore and Ohio Raul- 
road Company as a clerk of the 
West Union passenger station of 
the company, September 6, 1884, 
when not quite 19 years old, and 
remained in company service more 
than forty-six years, officially re- 
tiring January 1, 1931, 


Mr. Towles eame to the Clarks- 
burg station of the company from 
West. Union, October 21, 1887, 
where he served in a similar capac- 
ity until he was appointed passen- 
ger ticket awent February 4, 1904, 
where his experience as clerk play- 
ed him in hand, and he soon es- 
tablished a reputation as one of 
the company's most reliable 
agents. Applying himself unsel- 
fishly to the duties of the office, 
he held high rank among railway 
ticket agents whose knowledge of 
the intricate tetwork of railways 
in the United States is comprehen- 
sive, Devoted to his duties, Mr. 
Towles gave all his time to the ot- 
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fice and took only the briefest 
vacations. 

The veteran ticket agent served 
here at a time when the local pas- 
senger station was reputed to en- 


joy the greatest patronage of any

In addition to these testimonials.

Judge Lynch was born ‘Tuesday, 
March 11, 1851, near and south of 
the West Fork river one-balf mile 
west of the mouth of Rrown’s 
creek, a tributary of the river, near 
Mount Clare, in an old frame 
house, which was destroyed by fire 
a number of years ago. 

Pioneer Families 

The parents of Judge Lynch 
were James Lynch and Catherine 
Jane (Stout) Lynch, son and 
daughter of pioneer families of 

arrison county. James Lynch 
was a farmer and cattle grazier 
and widely known in the county. 

In quest of an education Toster- 
ed by his father, Judge Lynch had 
€@n unique experience, After hav- 
Ing attended private schools near 
the home of his parents, he went 
to others farther removed but 
Within the county. Two of them 
Were near Romine’s Mills and both 
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taught by Dr. William Meigs, well 
known as a competent teacher. 

The other was in a log structure 
formerly used as a chureh, Later 
he attended school in another build- 
ing located near Prospect Valley in 
Eagle district, but it was too small 
to accommodate all the pupils, and 
Judge Lynch was among those 
transferred to a log building which 
had been constructed as and used 
for n stable; so, it appears that his 
education was somewhat “stableiz- 
ed,” 

Pioneer Methods 

Pioneer methods were in vogue 
when he went to school. The school 
room of that day was one with 
long tables lining the walls as 
deska with long benches in front 
as seats for the pupils. As the 
backs of the pupils were toward 
the teacher, the student swung 
themselves “in reverse’ when reci- 
tutions were enlled so as to face 
the tencher. The comforts were 
few, The room was heated from a 
big stove in the center. : 

Entering West Virginia univer- 
sity at Morgantown in 1869. Judge 
Lynch was mroaduated in 1874 and 
the degrees of bachelor of arts and 
of mnster of arts were conferred 
upon him. 

Ms an educator Judze Lyneh did 
his first work as principal of the 
Burning Springs school in Wirt 
eounty, to which he was chosen in 
1874, The appointment was mnde 
without his solicitation or knowl- 
edge. He accepted and served dur- 
ing the term, 

Lucrative Salary 

The salary was $75, considered 
by him as rather lucrative in view 
of his low finances. 

He found it necessary to bor- 
row $20 from his brother, John, to 
defray his travelling expenses to 
Burning Springs, which he repatd 
in two installments out of his sal- 
ary. 
Genbiudtne in school work until 
1882, when he resigned a5 super- 
intendent of the Clarksburg city 
schools and was admitted to the 
bar, Judge Lynch was a member 
of the county board of examiners 
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of teachers from 1876 to 1882. He 
taught advanced classes in the 
Clarksburg schools from 1876 to 
1878, when he became superintend- 
ent and served in that capacity 
until 1882. 

Old Personnel 

The members of the Clarksburg 
bar were not very numerous at the 
time Judge Lynch was admitted 
to practice. They are all dead 
now, Among them were Judge 

~@, D. Camden, Col. Benjamin Wil- 

son, Gen. Nathan Goff, Judee Ed- 
win Maxwell, Judge Thoras W. 
Harrison, John S. Carlile, Jr, A+ 
L. Hustead, John Bassel and John 
J. Davis, in whose office Judge 
Lynch read law. 

The judge of the court at the 
time was A. B. Pleming, of Fair- 
mont, later governor of the state, 
also now dead. 

Soon after Judge Lynch began 
the practice of law he was elected 
to the House of Delegates in the 
fall of 1882. He served two years 
and was reelected in 1890 for a 
like term. 

In Legislature 

In the legislature. Judge Lynch 
as a member of the judiciary and 
other important. committees left 
his impress on the future statutes 
of the state and commanded wide 
influence in shaping Jepgislation. 
His clarity of thought and chastity 
of language in framing bills for 
enactment elicited the admiration 
of his colleagues, 

Judge Lynch served as prose- 
cuting attorney of the county from 
1885 to 1889, filling the office in 
such manner as to establish a rep- 
utation for efficient and faithful 
enforcement of the laws and the 
Suppression of crime. He served a 
second term of four years in like 
manner following his second term 
in the legislature, 

In the fall of 1904 the Republi- 
can party, as in all other in- 
stances, elected him judge of the 
Thirteenth judicial circuit, now the 
Fifteenth, composed of Harrison 
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and Lewis counties the same as at 
present except that at the time the 
work of the circuit judge for four 
years included that of the judge oT 
the criminal court now. 

Eminent Standing 

Of admirable judicial tempera- 
ment and especially well trained 
and widely experienced in the law, 
Judge Lynch at once won an emi- 
nent standing with the judiejary of 
the state and enjoyed the confi 
dence of the people as a just Judge. 

As he was ending the Inst véar 
of his eight-year term on the cir- 
euit court bench, the Republican 
State judicial convention at Hunt- 
ington in the summer of 1912 nomi- 
nated him for membership on the 
state supreme court, At the No- 
vember election be led the judicial 
ticket, reeciving 2,000 more votes 
than his Republican colleague and 
over 16,000 more than his lending 
Democratic rival. 

As evidence of the satisfactory 
administration of the office of cir- 
euit judge in both Harrison and 
Lewis courities, the bar of each 
prepared memorials of lils ability, 
efficiency and integrity, the chief 
characteristics of a judge, and on 
their motion the court of each 
county entered these memorials on 
their records us perpetual tributes 


to his qualities and work as n 
judge. ae 
His nomination for supreme 


court judge was made in the wee 
hours of the moring: while Judge 
Lynch was at home asleep. He 
had not sought it and was not 
aware that the convention was con- 
sidering his name, Ife did not he- 
lieve he had been nominated as re- 
ported in press dispatehes until he 
wis told over the Jone distance 
telephone by William M. Matthews, 
clevk of the state supreme eourt. 
He aecepted and wos elected for a 
term of twelve yours, nine of whieh 
he served resigning December a1, 
1921, beenuse of ill health und the 
burdensome task, te later recov: 
ered his health safficiontly to re- 
cume the oroetice of law and te 
lonk after honking, real estate ana 
other interests the same ss before 
he went on the bench, 
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President of Court 


Judge Lynch served as president. 


of the state supreme court in 1917 
and 1921. 


At the first rerular term of the 
Supreme court of appenls, follow- 
ing the retirement of Judge Lynch, 
and held January 11, 1922, Judge 


George Poffenbarger, after he had 
been designated to serve as presi- 


dent of the court, made the follow- 


ing announcement: 


“At the end of nine years of 
faithful, efficient and conspien- 
ously able service on the heneh 
of this court, the Hon. Charles 
W. Lynch, for yood and suffi- 
cient personal reason, has volun- 
tarily retired from it and inei- 
dentally severed a relationship 
with the remaining members of 
the court, enjoyed and sypreci- 
ated by us in a degree that can 

neither accurately or ade- 
quately expressed. It would be 
next to impossible to enumerate 
the instances of his helpfulness 
in the disposition of the many 
intricate and important problems 
submitted to the court within 
the period of his service, or to 
bortray the cheerfylness, alacrity 
and courtesy with which it was 
rendered. 

Comradeship 

“Association of the members 
of the court begets a comrade- 
ship that is deep, strong and 
beautiful beyond the power of 
Words to describe. It cun be 
fully appreciated and understood 
only in its enjoyment, and it 
ives, persists and intensifies be- 
yond the severance of actual ag« 
Sociation. ‘Peace has her vie- 
Srtes no Jess renown'd than war,’ 
and we constantly feel that some 
of them are achieved here, in 
the administration of settled 
law, just interpretation of new 
law, and the application of both 
to the rapid mutations of all 
Phases of life and business, in- 
cident to modern growth and de> 
Yelopment. In this geeat work, 
Jade Lynch has valiantly done 
his full share, with the modesty, 
reserve, courage and ability of 

€ consummate jurist. 
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“Retiring with all the honors 


attendant upon the high position 
he so beecomingly has held, he 
carries them with hecoming dig- 
nity, into the walks of priyate 
life, but to us he will ever re- 
main more than an honored fel- 
low citizen. 


Personal Friendship

sults of the greatest and gravest 
import, in the conduct of one of 
the supreme coordinate branches 
of the government, through a 
period of years reouiring more 
than usual and ordinary steadi- 
ness of hand, clearness of head 
and rectitude of heurt. 


“Tudge Lynch's aminhle dispo- 
sition ond strikingly fine charac. 
ter have commended and en- 
deared him no less highly to the 
clerk of this court, his subordi- 
nites, law clerks, stenowraphers, 
librarians and all of the other 
offieinls and attaches. than us. 
T most cheerfully include them in 
our expression of sincere regret 
on aceount of his resignation.” 


This and other memorials were 
ordered printed in Volume 89 of 
the reports of the supreme court, 


Some time after he had re 
signed from the state supreme 
court, Judge Lynch was appoint- 
ed a member of the Codification 
Commission of West Virginia to 
revise and vodify the statute law 
of this state. Tlis appointment was 
made to fill n vacancy caused by 
the death of one of its members, 
Judge Lynch continued to serve in 
that capacity until the completion 
of the first revision, 
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Not An Officeseeker 


Although frequently nominated 
and elected to important offices, 
Judge Lynch was not a chronic of- 
ficeseeker. He objected to neami- 
nations for both the legislature 
and the office of prosecuting at- 
torney and reluctantly accepted 
appointment on the Codification 
Commission. 


Bearing the distinction of being 
the oldest member of the Harrison 
county bar both in age and prac. 
tice in the profession, Judge Lynch 
was also widely experioneed us 
a lawyer and jurist, having spent 
fifty years as such. 


Elevates Calling 


During all those years naturally 
his professional services varied, 
carrying 4 Wide range and scope; 
but it may be truthfully said that 
his course therein elevated his 
calling, and was notably void of 
the questionable practices, and es- 
pecially in recent years as shown 
in cases in which legal talent ra- 
ther than lawful justice has ruled. 


Possessing a high conception of 
the honor and dignity of his pro- 
fession he adopted at the beginning 
of his career in the Inw the motto 
that while he would be consvien- 
tiously and diligently faithful to 
the interests of his clients. yet the 
sanctity of the lxw should be up- 
permost at all times in the econ- 
sultations and advices incident to 
practice. He believed in the law 
and its justice and ever sought 
only justice in his work before and 
in the courts. He was always 
careful tc satisfy himself that 
there was merit in causes before 
he advised clients to sue. 

Large Practice 


Careful, conscientious and reli- 
able, as well as able, he built up a 
large and luerative practice, and 
his judgment and counsel were 
much in demand among the people 
and the members of the bar. He 
wou high rating in recognifion of 
his ability. experience and profes- 
sional integrity and his bread 
background of experionce in prac- 
tice and knowledge of the law com- 
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manded for him a high place in 
the circles of jurisprudence in this 
state, 

When it was pointed out to him 
and insisted upon that his long ex- 
perience in the law and on the 


bench as well as his almost Il- 
limitable legal knowledge would 


prove invaluable to the Codification 
Commission in its work and be of 
enduring service to his state, he 
consented to aceent the appoint- 
ment. Those assoviated with him 
in the work say he pave inestim- 
allo service, both as counselor and 
initiator of the revision and codi- 
fication. 

Judge Lynch first became a 
member of the Methodist Episco- 
pul church whose house of wor- 
ship was near where he was born 
and which is still standing and now 
used as a farm hay house, 

Transfers Here 

Later he transferred his mem- 
bership to the First Methodist 
Episcopal church here, then known 
as Goff chapel. He was president 
of its board of trustees, more than 
a half century. He was chairman 
of the building committee when 
the present edifice was built on a 
lot which cost $20,000 with a lim- 
itution of $40,000 placed by the 
board of trustees for the edifice it- 
self but which cost an even $100,- 
000 when completed in 1009. 

Foremost at all times in the fi- 
nancial and spiritual activitles of 
the church, Judge Lynch was ever 
an outstinding member who con- 
tribute liberally of his time, tal- 
ent and méuns to the cause, and 
held hich positions in the officiate, 
including that of a teacher of one 
of the Sunday school classes, 

Wesleyan Trustee 

After fourteen years of consecus 
tive service as president of the 
bourd of trustees of West Virginia 
Wesleyan callege ot Buckhannon, 
the stite school of the West Vir- 
ginin conference of the Methodist 
Mpiseopal church, Judo Lyneb re- 
signed in June, 126. Aw an evi- 
dence of the splendid satiafaetion 
he had given in the administration 
of that office, the board unani- 
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mously created the office of presi- 
dent emeritus of the board and by 
a standing vote elected him to the 
new office. 

Recognizing his worth as an of- 
ficer of the college and the work 
he had done in connection with the 
founding and development of the 
institution, the board of trustees 
soon after his election ms its presi- 
dent conferred the degree of LL.D. 
upon him. He continued his in- 
terest in the college and was al- 
Weys among the first to come to 
Ne md when oveasion demands, He 
Was ao | beral contributor to the 
college endowment, 

A member of the Methodist 
Episcopal General Conference held 
in Dus Moines, Lowa, in 120, Judge 
Lynch represented the state con- 
Terence with honor and distinction. 

Pominent Mason 

Judge Lynch was a past grand 
master of the Masonic order in 
this state, He was made a Mason 
in 1876 by Hermon Lodge, No. 6, 
of Clarksburg, to which he belong- 
ed at the time of his death, and 
Was its oldést member in point 
of age and membership years ex- 
cepting Edwin K. Stout, a relative. 
Judge Lynch served three difter- 
€nt times as worshipful master of 
the lodge, 

Placed in line in 1808-9 by Em- 
mett M. Showalter, of Fairmont, 
then grand muster, Judge Lynch 
Served ag the head of the order 
in the state jn 1012-13, He deliv- 
ered many decisions which have 
become a part of the organic law 
Of Masonry in West Virginia, 

Among his official acts as grand 
master were the ceremonies of lay- 
ing the cornerstones of the Mason- 
le teniple at Shepherdstawn in Jef- 
ferson county, the school building’ 
at Summersville in Nicholas evoun- 
ty, the Washington Irving high 
School building at Clarksburg, the 
Shinnston high School building and 
two churches at Salem. 

Judge Lyneh was n director of 
the Enipire National bank and had 
humerous other business connec: 
tions, : 
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Revolutionary Soldier 


Thomas Stout, great grandfather 
of Judge Lynch, was an Indian 
spy and a Revolutionary soldier 
serying from 1776 to 1797 In 
guarding the people against the 
savages. Indians finally caught 
him and caused him to run the 
gauntlet which he dig successfully 
and thereby sayed his life. His 
son, Benjamin, was the father of 
Judge Lynch’s mother, and it was 
throagh this descent Judge Lynch 
Wiis received into membership of 
the Society of Sons of the Revolu- 
tion in West Virginia. 


Judge Lynch was married Mareh 
8, 1888, the birthday of his bride, 
to Miss Mary Virginia ltobinson, 
a daughter of the Jate Fernando A. 
Robinson, and a sister of the late 
Benjamin Robinson. Judge and 
Mrs. Lynch had two children. One 
died in infancy. The other is 
Lawrence R. Lynch, a member of 
the law firm, Lynch and Lynch, 
who was admitted to the bar after 
he had attained a collegiate edu- 
cation at Ohio Wesleyan univer- 
sity and Columbia university, New 
York city; and a professional one 
at Harvard university. Successful 
in the practice of law, he is rated 
ene of the brilliant young mem- 
bers of the legal fraternity in West 
Virginia. He is president of the 
Clarksburg Chamber of Commerce, 
Judge Lynch was the senior mem- 
ber of the law firm,

He remained 
there until October when he was 
exchanged, 

When Abraham Lincoln was ns- 
Sassinated, the veteran was one cf 
the soldiers sent to Washington, D. 
C., to do guard duty, and he guard- 
ed the Potomae viver at that point 
during the “Grand Review’ in 
May, following the death of Lin- 
coln, 

The regiment, then the Sixth 
West Virginia Cavalry, ordered to 
the West, proceeded to Fort Leay- 
enworth, Kan,, and then to Fort 
Kearney on the plains, where it 
engaged in a number‘of battles 
With Indians. It was mustered out 
May 22, 1866, and Lipseomb re- 
turned home after final discharee 
at Wheeling, June 1, 1£66, having 
Served almost five years in the 
army. He was wounded at the 
Droop Mountain battle November 
6, 1863, and carried the scar to 

13 dying day. He first yoted for 
4mcoln in 1864 on the fieid of 
battle.
